MASTERPTECE ROOM: "L'Arlesienne," acknowledged by 
Ht erties no De the greatest portrait painted by 
‚һе expressionist, Vincent Van Gogh, has been lent 
¿to the Gallery anonymously for an indefinite period, 
(It will be featured in the Masterpiece Hoom for the 


first two weeks of March.

It was painted in Aries, where Van Gogh arrived 
in February, 1888, and was at once blinded by 
bhhe.Dbrilllisat colours of Southern Franee, the 
charm апа piquancy of the native women in their 
distinctive costumes. His te MDS Srament and dis 
position was not one to make friends апа for а 
long time the townspeople looked with distrust 
upon this ferocious barbarian with his bristlin 
rec beard.

Here he met Madame Ginoux, 
the wife of the proprietor and persuaded her to 
poss for him. It was painted in November of 
1888 when Gauguin was with him and he wrote his 
brother Theo of it: "I have an Arlesienne at 
last. A figure slashed on in an hour, back- 
ground pale lemon, the facs gray, the clothes 
black, black, black, with perfectly raw Pruss 
blue. She is leaning on a green table and se 
ed in an armchair of orange wood."

All the snigma and tragedy of Daudet's "CAT 
lesienne is encompassed in the stra nge face 
with its angular contours and strange eyes. It 
is interesting to contrast this head with that 
of a "Portrait of a Peasant Boy" in the psrman- 
ent collection, painted in Neunen in 1884. 


From the ваше collection, one of Paul dul ie 
largest and most monumental still-lifes, "Pot 
of Geraniums with Fruit" has also bean lent. It 
wiil be featured in the Masterpiece Room the 
iast two weeks of March. 


This was painted in the early 1890's, when the 
art of Cezanne had matured and ripened. He was 
now dividing his time between Aix and Paris wit] 
one brief visit with his wife to Switzerland. 
His health had begun to fail, but there is no 
indication in this serene and superb canvas. Th: 
colours are subtle and of an extraordinary harmı 
The deep green of the leaves, the rose of ths 
Tlowers, ths red, green and or ange fruit, the 
white of the napkin and the indsser lbable beaut. 
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was evolving that found its most complete ex- 
pression in a style of painting that has be- 
come imown as the "Literary Man's" style.

this ‘style actual representation is so subor- 
Ginateda to brush-work and the quality of inner 
vitality that it is often difficult for West- 
ern observers to grasp the artist's intent.

Room eek of March and 
continuing until May lst, a new installation of 
the Mr. and Mrs. Frank P. Burnap Collection of 
English Pottery will be placed on exhibition in 
the Ceramics Room. The fourth in the chrono- 
logical series, it will be devoted to the ever- 
popular Lustre Wares. The Burnap Collection 
is particularly rich in the field, containing 
over 500 sxamples. 

Basically, Lustre Ware is earthernwars dec 
ated by thin layers of copper, gola or pla 
num. There is an unlimited variety of types, 
from the sarly crude ware of copper lustre 
through the examples completely covered with 
silver lustre and, in an economic way, oupli- 
cating the mors expensive sterling silver, the 
ET personal golä and purple lustre. of Josiah 
Wedgwood aná the more familiar "resist" lure. 


All these are represented in the Burnap Coll- 
ection. Perhaps the outstanding group is the 
Wedgwood Pearl Ware Shell Dessert Service of 
about 1792, beautiful in its glowing colours of 
gold, purple, rose and pearly tones. Especial- 
ly fine also are the canary, blue and white ex- 
amples of silver resist. These will make а 
particularly effective display in the delicate 
gray harewood cases of the Ceramics Room. 


Whistler Etchings: The third group of Whistler 
Etchings from the famous Harris Whittemors Со 
lection, has been hung in the print rooms апа 


covers the years from 1872-1878. 
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This begins with & series of portraits of many шеш 
bers of the Leyland family, the wealthy merchant fi 
whom Whistler designed the Peacock Room. There аге 
also studies of many of his models. In these port 
ralts, Whistler seems less happy than in | his river 
views or architectural studies. 


Sometime in 1875 he returneo to his olé love, the 
Thames River and such plates as "Ship-Builder's 
Yara”, "Steamships Off the Tower", "London Bridge", 
"Battersea, Dawn" and "Greenhithe" revive the charm 
and fascination of the popular Thames Set. It is 
interesting to note in this series how Whistler 
was progressing technically ana how the exquisite 
lins that marks the Venetian series is developing. 


Loans From the Phillips Memorial Gallery: Several 
additional paintings from the Phillips Memorial 
Gallery have now been placed on exhibition. In 
the English gallery is a superb Constable landscape 
rich in tone and impasto, painted almost entirely 
with the palette knife. It depicts his favorite 
river, the Stour, ana is a characteristic example 
of the greatest landscapist of the history of art. 


A romantic portrait of the violinist Paganini by 
Delacroix and a swift, impressionistic study, 

"The Stone Breaker" by the pontilist Seurat, have 
been hung in Gallsry 15. The latter makes a fine 
pendant for our Seurat study for "The Bathers"
